After about eight hours of delib- 
eration the first session of the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1971 
closed at 11:03 p.m. last Saturday 
with about two actual hours of 
work done. 694 voters attended 
the afternoon session and 539 the 
evening session 

‘The meeting dragged on all day. 
with only about forty voters doing 
the talking. Much of what was 
said was on a personal vengence 
attitude. by some of those who 
spoke. 

‘Three cuts were made, in the 
budget. by a Town Meeting that 
wanted to be economy minded 
All three were on recommenda 
tion of town officials. and, except 
for those three cuts. and in spite 
of all the talk. the budget was sus 
tained in all other aspects. 


A lot of time was spent by those 
who did the talking from the floor 
attempting to get information on 
Pay raises. and. after several ex- 
planations from the head table. 
it was determined that all pay 
raises came under one item. to 
be found on page 10 of the budget 
which presumably will be dis- 
cussed in next Saturday's ses~ 
sion, 

A false impression may have 
been given on this point - for it 
was not said. that pay raises for 
the school department are in this 
item too. Any raises for the 
school department are to be found 
in the school department budget. 
which has not been laid out in a 
line-by-line budget. as has the 
rest of the town.

Parliamentary Procedure 

A fair proportion of those who attended the 
Town Meeting last Saturday were attending 
their first. This was quite evident by their 
quiet bewilderment. They, as voters, were in- 
terested in economy, but they also want to 
“do right by the town’’. The only time they cut 
appropriations was when some person in 
authority assured them that it was OK to do so. 

The attempt to ‘nickel and dime” the Town 
Meeting failed. Three or four persons wasted 
a lot of time trying to show that they could 
exert political leadership, and failed. Another 
person, of course, was indulging in his annual 
bray. 

It would be of help if there were some printed 
leaflets which tell the voter how to proceed, in 
parliamentary debate. Once upon a time the 
League of Women Voters had such a booklet, 
but probably there are no more. Possibly the 
Moderator may find something of this nature, 
for distribution to new voters Saturday. 

One suggestion which might be of benefit: 
Long winded debaters and people pursuing per- 
sonal vendettas can be shut off. One moves to 
“Close Debate’, or “Move the Question’’. 
Such a motion is not debatable. It must be 
voted immediately. A majority vote prevails 
(if this column remembers correctly) 


School Salaries 

Salaries will be the big issue, Saturday after- 
noon, in the Town Meeting, and the first will 
come with the consideration of the School Com- 
mittee budget. 

If this column understands things correctly, 
the salaries of the teachers have been raised 
10%. 

There is no place in the printed budget for 
the voter to find this information. The School 
Committee doesn’t give out this kind of infor- 
mation. It merely informs the voters how much 
they are to appropriate, and then tells them to 
vote it. 

If the voter tries to cut the School Committee 
appropriation the town can be taken to court and 
fined. This has happened before, and every 
year one reads of some town or other having to 
go to court on just this issue. In Andover, on 
Monday, the Town cut the School Committee 
budget by $117,000, but the cut had nothing to do 
with teachers’ salaries. Perhaps there won't 
be a lawsuit, asa result. 

Once upon a time the School Committee bud- 
get was on a line by line basis, as is the rest 
of the town budget, but the School Committee 
isn’t willing to play the way the Selectmen and 
Town Manager will. School Committees in

Town Salaries 

Unlike the autocrats of the School Depart- 
ment, the Selectmen and Town Manager have 
given the voters a glimpse into the budget for 
the regular employees, as distinguished from 
teachers, etc. 

On page ten of the Finance Committee report 
is a line which shows that a total of the pro- 
jected pay raises for town employees this year 
is $83,000. The town is given an opportunity 
to discuss this, and to vote omit. 

The question of course is: Is it fair to town 
employees to cut their pay, because they are 
subject to a democratic procedure, when the 
school department employees get a 10% in- 
crease by autocratic procedure? 

Other than School Department, that line on 
Page 10 shows the increase of all Town Em- 
ployees. 

The sums arrived at are by union negotiation. 
The Town Manager has been talking with union 
negotiators now for several months - it is a 
difficult and trying task. Some departments 
have agreed to the new contract. One - the 
police department - as of a week ago, was un- 
willing to sign. Perhaps it has since. 

The biggest increase in the town employees 
pay schedule is in the public buildings depart- 
ment. At the present time they are the low- 
est paid of all town employees. 

The new contract calls for a nine percent 
increase this year, a five percent increase 
next year, and a four percent increase the 
third year. For what this column understands 
is the second biggest increase (Fire Depart- 
ment) the percentages are: Six the first year, 
and five for the second and third. 

It will be noted that all the contracts are for 
three years. That means the TM will not have 
to be arguing with union negotiators for a few 
years, and maybe next year’s Town Report can 
have something more than a picture of a sail- 
ing ship on the front page. The TM just didn’t 
have the time to study making a nice town re- 
port this year.

tions-were in answer to a ques- 
tion by Carl Noelke. 

‘The Town Meeting also refused 
to appropriate money for the 
Special Census which has already 
been taken on order of the Sec- 
retary of State, with reference to 
18-19 and 20 year old voters. 
The work has been done, and 
there is now no money to pay for 
it. The main questions were 
from Mrs. Anne «Linnehan. and 
‘an-—explanation by Selectman 
James Banda that the expenses 
were incurred by order of the 
Secretary of State fell on deaf 
ears. 

Instead of the $4.250 requested 
the Town Meeting went back to 
the $2,318 expenditure of 1970. 
‘on motion of James R. Miceli 
selectman. Mrs. Ruth Kitchener 
told the meeting that the Regis- 
trars had just been voted a salary 
of $1,000 and ““let them use that 
Selectman Miceli said that the 
money could be gotten from the 
Reserve Account. and Charles 
Mather of the Finance Committee 
then said that the Finance Dom- 
mittee could not vote money out 
of the Reserve Account. unless 
it was “unforeseen 

The Town Manager's salary 
¢ame under attack. and one of 
those who spoke was Mrs. De- 
grazia of Richmond Street 
of kind and gentle mien. who com 
plained that the Town Manager 
did not answer his telephone 
when she called. Mrs. Ann Rich 
of Allen Park told the meeting 
that there were approximately 
700 people out of work. in Wil 
mington and wanted to know if 

was fair that town officials 
ask for increases, 

The sum allocated. $24,698. 
also includes salaries for a 
clerk. Ralph Lux of Dadant 
Drive amended the sum to $23 
445. which was last years sum 
He said that he didn’t believe the 
Town Manager deserves a raise. 
Mr. Vitale urged the voters to 

‘go back to 1970. and there 
were several points of order 
raised. after which Mr. Miceli 
said “I believe he is correct 

Dick Barry of the Finance Com: 
mittee told the meeting that all 
the salaries shown were “exis 
ting salaries” except for longe- 
vity. and that all the projected 
increases could be found on page 
10 in one article. In answer to 
a question by-Robert Jackson the 
Town Manager said that all in 
creases were effective on April 1 
of each year. UNat is. after the

A breakdown was requested by 
Barbara Delaney of Chestnut 
Street. and it turned out that the 
Town Manager's salary was $17 
600. and personnel and purchasing

Mr. Boylen.told the Town Meet- 
ing that $4000 represented ser- 
vices on the Avco computer. for 
an item labeled Capital Budget 
Economist, and that he was also 
proposing a cut of an item labeled

The Planning Board was de- 
fended by its chairman, Bill 
Hooper. and by Selectman Banda, 
who said that the Selecemtn often 
use their studies, and he had 
learned. on a trip to Washington, 
D.C., that the only communities 
who get funds for planning are 
those with professional planning. 
Mrs. Linehan spoke up.” Mrs. 
McFeyden of Federal Street said 
that the Planning Board is doing 
a “great job”, and Arthur Bureau 
of the Conservation Commission 
said that his commission some- 
times cannot make proper de- 
cisions without Planning Board 
assistance. 

Rodney Laughton of the Finance 
Committee told the Town Meet 
ing that “this is the best 9 or 10 
cents you ever spent” 

‘The town sustained Boylen, and 
the cut was made, after which the 
Publisher of the Town Crier 
moved for reconsideration. 
Again the town sustained Boylen 
216 to 211 

Police Budget 

The Wilmington Police Depart 
ment Budget. now up to $406.839. 
received a close scrutiny. and 
then was voted without change. 

Among the things the voters 
were told: There are six ser- 
geants. 23 patrolmen. 18 traffic 
policewomen and 1 clerk. The 
people who participate in the 


Memorial Day parade are paid 
for 


their time. The current 
ital Outlay budget calls for 
Riot Helmets at $40 each. 
sheilds. shotguns. and two two- 
way radios for patrolmen at 
$650 each. Policemen are on a 
forty hour week. with time and 
one half after. 40 hours, and va- 
cations are such that after 
twenty years a policeman gets 
four weeks off every year. by 
Town Meeting vote. 

The Fire Department Budget 
drew less attention from the Town 
Meeting. The firemen are now on 
a 42 hour week, the meeting was 
told, and last year they were on 
a 48 hour week. Like some of 
the changes in the Police Dept 
this was on a vote of the Town 
Meeting 

‘The $3,000 allocated for Capital 
Outlay was for new fire-call 
boxes. the Fire Chief said. When 
asked why the Wilmington Fire 
Department did not use the Solid

State Technology boxes, a story 
of which was in last week’s Town 
Crier, the Chief said hw would 
use them “if fe were starting 
from scratch” 

In the Building Isnpector’s ac- 
count, the extra’ $3,000 in expen 
ses, the Town Meeting was told, 
was for the demolishing of sub 
standard buildings. It is no longer 
allowed to burn such buildings. 

Drainage problems, and the 
‘Town Engineer came under attack 
from Ralph Lux of Dadant Drive 
and Robert Clark of West Street. 
The Town Meeting was told that 
the Town Engineer was “not 
caring for our forgotten in the 
community”, while Mr. Lux in 
turn was told that he had never 
been seen down at the Selectman's 
meetings with drainage problems. 

Selectman Banda told the Town 
Meeting that he had “pleaded 
last year” for $25,000 (for drain- 
age) but was defeated 

"TM Morris said that there were 
more drainage problems than 
money. and lead off a list of pro- 
blems in drainage: Suncrest 
Avenue, Dadant Drive, North 
Street, Bridge Lane, Dobson Ave- 
nue, Federal Street, Phillips 
Avenue, Aldrich Road near Forest 
Street. Baker Street, Grove Ave- 
nue near D.A.V., Adams Street 
near Chandler Road, Shawsheen 
Avenue culverts, Boutwell Street 
culverts and Andover Street cul- 
verts, After he had finished 
Lawrence Flaherty rose to say 
“Come doen to Hobson Avenue 
and we'll show you water" 

But there were no changes in 
amounts of money voted, nor 
were there any changes in road 
construction, after a long discus- 
sion of the intracicies of Chapter 
90 Construction. 

‘The mood had changed somewhat 
by the time the Town Meeting 
got to discussing the Tree De- 
partment. After Mrs. Digrazia 
arose to ask Tommy Sullivan 
about the Dutch Elm disease and 
Paul Duggan had some questions

Tree Warden Tommy Sullivan 
didn’t intend it that way, but he 
did provide a little comedy relief. 

Rubbish 

One and one quarter hours were 
spent in a discussion started by 
Paul Godzyk of Parker Street, 
and this half an hour after the 
Town Meeting had opened its 
discussion on garbage collection. 
and, the Town Dump. 

‘The first half hour was spent 
in a discussion of garbage col- 
lection. Arthur Smith of Woburn 
Street proposed that the collec 
tion be combined with that of 
collecting rubbish, and further 
commented that the garbage col- 
lection was poor, He was joined 
by a few others. 

James Durkee of the Board of 
Health “tends to agree in some 
cases of poor service - but in 
same cases the problems are with 
you. You don't dig out your walks 
you have frozen buckets with no 
hand.es”. 

He also told the town that “The 
farther away you push the pig 
farmers, the more expensive 
garbage collection will become". 

Smith: You have to wrap up your 
garbage as though it was a pre- 
sent for your mother-in-law ! 
He wanted Wilmington to join with 
other towns in a regional incin- 
erator. 

‘The cool voice was that of James 
Banda. He told the Town Meet- 
ing that an incinerator could 
cost a million dollars, that it 
meant having to join into an asso- 
ciation, This was added advice 
by George Boylen that “it is 
sometimes better to go it along’ 

Finally, at 8:44 p.m. it wi 
voted to lay the garbage collec- 
tion issue on the table, to dis- 
cuss the dump. ‘The vote was not 
popular with town officials 

Banda told the Town Meeting 
“there isn't a chance (to get an- 
other contract); and Jimmy 
Tighe rose to cite the costs of 
collection in Burlington “$275, 
000". - "We are a lot better off" 

It was at about this time that 
Paul Godzyk proposed that he 
collect rubbish from every family 
in Wilmington for $20 a family, 
and that they put their garbage in 
with their rubbish, all to. be dis- 
posed of in the Town Dump. The 
operator (Mr Spinazola) would 
he assured the town, take it all 
for $30,000 a year. if only rub- 
bish trucks had to be cared for, 
and there was no Sunday opera- 
tion. ' 

TM Sterling Morris: This con- 
tract is for one year only. - If 
we are asking questions, remem- 
ber this (dump) is for a limited 
number of years. The site - I 
am afraid that after this year 
will be no longer in the dump 
business. 

We are shortly going to be in 
the dump business ourselves - 
the state will not allow us to com- 
bine garbage and rubbish. I have 
hopes that we can go into a Re- 
gional Solid Waste Disposal. 

Mrs. Kitchener: That's another 
$26,000 - (for this contract) 
It's like putting in a shotgun 

Mr. Butterworth spoke of the 
land in South Wilmington which 
the town is proposing to acquire. 
“No more gravel to fill with - 
what are we going to do when we 
are 75 feet up on the side of a 
rocky hill ? It will cost us $225, 
000 a year. He (Spinazola) has 
lots of leaves and stuff to take

The Town Meeting will probably be fair to the 
employees. It has already resisted one at- 
tempt to cut employees wages, made by Select- 
man Miceli last Saturday. 

Support for this appropriation will strengthen 
the hand of the Town Manager, in his dealings 
with Town Employees. 

Warrant Articles 

Last week a few of the articles to be dis- 
cussed by the Town Meeting were subject to 
comment by this column. 

What was said then still holds good - with 
perhaps two exceptions. 1. The town does have 
an agreement to purchase the old cranberry 
bog mentioned in the discussion of Article 18, 
but the article will probably be passed over 
anyway, to save a couple of cents on the tax- 
rate. 2, The statements attributed to Danny 
Gillis, in the discussion on apartment housing 
were wrongly attributed. Apologies to the 
gentleman. It was a lady - Mrs. McKie, who 
made the statements, and she was careful to 
put a caveat in her statement about next June. 

In any event the town has now been waiting 
for eight years for an answer. 

Several other articles will probably be passed 
over - Article 11 is one. This concerns the 
Woburn Street by-pass. It will come up again, 
with a better description, at a later Town 
Meeting. 

Articles 18 and 19, having to do with a Youth 
Commission, will also probably be passed 
over. That will save forty cents on the tax 
rate without any trouble at all. 

There will probably be an attempt from the 
Town Meeting floor to cut down on articles to 
be purchased - as for instance trucks etc., in 
Article 5. If the Town Manager agrees - 
Okay. If he doesn’t - stick with the Town Mana- 
ger, even if some Selectman tries to chop him 

to pieces. 

It is rumored that there will be an attempt 
by a Selectman to stop action on Article 9, 
which proposes to purchase the last of four 
buildings on Grove Avenue, needed to extend 
the Town Beach. i 

If such an attempt is made it will be (1) 
Penny Wise and Pound Foolish - when so much 
has been spent, to halt proceedings and (2) 
just an attempt to save the property of some 
personal friend from East Boston or East 
Oshkosh. Don’tlet it happen. _ 

There may also be attempts to hack up the 
street acceptance program. As _ proposed 
everything on street acceptance seems fair and 
equitable, and should be passed as such. 

Lastly, one of the places where there may be 
some fun will come up under Article 41. The 
land is in an area that is subject to flooding, 
and the neighbors are fully prepared to speak 
out against the rezoning to be proposed. Right 
or wrong, such neighborhood pleas generally 
get the sympathy of the rest of the voters, so 
it seems the article will have a rough time.
